1 . TANZANIAN ACTING PERM REP CHAFF. DISTRIBUTED TEXT TRANSMITTED 
BELOW OF WORKING PAPER, APPROVED BY NON-ALIGNED, CONCERNING 
LESOTHO COMPLAINT AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. HE CALLED FOR UNANIMOUS 
SUPPORT. 

2. SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS APPROVED PRESIDENT DATCU’S 
(ROMANIA) SUGGESTION THAT COUNCIL MEET FORMALLY MORNING DEC 
21, TO HEAR LESOTHO MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, CHAIRMAN 

OF AFRICAN GROUP, AND OTHERS. SC WOULD MEET THEREAFTER EITHER

(B) TO ENSURE THAT ADEQUATE FINANCIAL AND BUDGETARY ARR- 
ANGEMENTS ARE MADE TO CONTINUE THE MOBILIZATION OF RESOURCES 
AND TO CO-ORDINATE THE INTERNATIONAL PROGRAMME OF ASSISTANCE 
OF THE KINGDOM OF LESOTHO; 

(C) TO ARRANGE FOR A NEW ASSESSMENT OF THE ECONOMIC 
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SITUATION DURING THE FIRST QUARTER OF 1977 AND GIVE THE RESULTING 
REPORT THE WIDEST POSSIBLE CIRCULATION; 

(D) TO KEEP THE SITUATION UNDER CONSTANT REVIEW 

AND MAINTAIN CLOSE LIAISON WITH MEMBER STATES, REGIONAL ANDOTHER 
INTERGOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS, SPECIALISED AGENCIES AND 
INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS, AND TO REPORT TO 
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THE SECURITY COUNCIL AT ITS SUBSEQUENT MEETING ON THIS 
QUESTION;
